Whila tlie House awaits with ill- 
concealed impatience an answer to its 

'■' secession mcmoi'ial o£ last session — 
•which seems to have been received by 
both the Imperial and Canadian Gov- 
ernments with the species of contempt 
that is most expressive in its si- 
.lence we cannot refrain from otter- 
ing a few remarks on what is undenia- 

. bly the all-important question of tho 
session. It is to be regretted that dur- 
ing the interval of live months that 
occurred between the last session of 
1878 and the beginning of the present 
session the Local Government, which 
roda into power on a promise to inau- 
gurate a "vigorous railway policy," 
should have utterly failed to make any 
attempt to secure oven an acknow- 
ledgment of tho memorial from tho 
Government to whom it was addross- 

v?v'V^ed. From the correspondence that was 
laid before tho House early in tho pre 
sent session it would appear that only 
when the House was on the eve of 

l-, — wvoWiu'^ tur-Miiawer, " ana cns state 
of glorioiis unreadiness in -which tho 
Government met the House took even 
their supporters by surprise, and caused 
them to demand in caucus why thoy 
were called together for dispatcli of 
business when there was no business 
to bo dispatched 1 To this hour the 
mystery is unexplained on any other 
hypothesis than that the Government, 
in calling the House together, wished to 
hurry through necessary business and 
prorogue before the advent of the ffital 
tirst of May — tho day fixed in the me- 
morial for the secession of ;1jie^pyince 
from" tho Confodoration.'"^In 'furthor- 
anc« of this object, however, they are 
defeated by the bullying attitude of 
certain of their supporters who will 
hear of no adjournment until an an- 
swer to the memorial shall have been 
laid before them. To this hour — we 
believe wo arc correct in tho assertion 
— the Government are unaware that 
the memorial has reached the Imper- 
ial Government, and there is absolute- 
ly nothing on record to show that it 
even reached the Ottawa Govern- 
ment ! I ! 

In this deplorable state of uncertain- 
ty we would ask what has become of 
tha vaunted "vigorous railway policy" 
of the Government? What, good re- 
sults have flowed from the bounce and 
threats: of. the members for the City 
and Esiqiiimalt when seeking election 
some nine months since ? And what 
the House intends to do on the first 
day of May next should work on the 
railway be not then commenced "in ac- 
cordance with the Carnarvon terms." 
Wliat would the carrying out of those 
terms involve ? Tlie completion of a 
line of railway from Esquimalt to Na- 
naimo; a minimum expenditure of 
$2,000,000 per annum within tho 
Province pn^Tail way -worka, and tho 
conatructi6n^6]E"a waggon-road and tele- 
graph lino "i?7MHf(iia<e^y." It is a fat 
bill of fare, and had tho dishes been 
served in accordance with the menu, 
every man, woman and child in tho 
country would have rolled in riches, 
But those terms were arranged four 
years ago. Canada then had a surplus 
of revenue over expenditure. She 
was wealthy. Any amount of capital 
was available for enterprises of every 
description. The terrible business de- 
pression that afterwards settled like a 
blight on the American continent had 
given no warning of its near ap- 
proach. Prosperous business houses 
that have since gone under to rise no 
more were then apparently on as firm a 
foundation as tho rock of Gibraltar. 
Heavy pecuniary obligations were un- 
dertaken and frequently discharged be- 
fore they fell due. Tho sun of pros- 
perity cast its rays on • every interest 
and lighted lip every countenance in 
the Dominion. It is unnecessary to 
dwell on the present condition of af- 
fairs throughout Canada. It is suffi- 
cient to say that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment has not been, any time since 
four years, in a position to fufil those 
terms. Each year an alarming deficit 
has stared the Government in tho face, 
and additional taxation has just been 
imposed to raise' annually an increased 
revenue of §2,000,000 — a sum at least 
81,000,000 smaller than thatdemanded 
by the secession memorial of our Parlia- 
ment. In a word, an attempt to ful- 
fil the. Carnarvon terms would strain 
the resources of the Dominion to a 
tension that would involve the coun- 
try in increased financial distress and 
would inevitably cause the imposition 
of additional taxation. In saying this 
we but repeat the language used by us 
eighteen months ago. That opinion 
was not shared by many then. Peo- 
s_ pie ran after false prophets and dema- 
' gogues who tied a red rag to a pole 
and labeled it "Canada" to excite tho 
populace to sedition. Tlio flaunting of 
the red rag made success easy to those 
false prophets and demagogues, who 
rodo into power pledged to the "Car- 
NABVON Terms or Separation." How 
staiids the case to-day? Tlie opinion 
expressed by us eighteen months ago 
is almost univoi'sally shared now, The 
Local Government is so convinced of its 
soundness that it is fain to swallow its 
secession memorial and adopt a con- 
ciliatory and symjuathetic s»ries of reso- 
lutions for presentation' to the Gover- 
nor-General. And what says the or- 
' gan of Mr. WALKEir, who pledged liis 
Government to the adoption of a "vig- 
orous railway policy?" The organ of 
Mr. DeCosmo.=!, M.P., who is pledged 
by his published address to secede from 
the Ottawa House on May the 1st, 
next, if railway work shall not then 
have been commenced "in accordance 
; vjNvith the Carnarvon terms," which in- 
Vbive the expenditure of at least §3,- 
000,000 a year within tho Province? 



The organ of the City and Esquimalt 
members who pledged themselves to 
secure the enforcement of the Carkak- 
VON terms witliin six months from the 
day of election or "burst tho Con- 
federation." Tho organ that falsely 
stated that Sir John Macdonald, 
before liis election could be se- 
cured for Victoria City, had to 
pledge himself to support the secession 
of British Columbia on the 1st of May 
next, should railway work not -then 
have been commenced in tho Prov- 
ince. What says that paper 
now? That the iinnucial burth- 
ens of the Dominion demand a modi- 
fication of- tho Carnarvon termsj 
that instead of §.3,000,000 per annum 
$600,000 -would be very acceptable, 
which is equivalent to saying that the 
Carnahvox terms cannot be fulfilled 
and must bo abandoned. 

And here wo IcAvn the matter for the 
present. While awaiting the develop- 
ment of the i-ailway policy of the Do- 
minion Government we must congratu- 
late the Opposition in tho House upon 
their patriotic course of last session, 
which forms a pleasing contrast to the 
seditious and foolish conduct of the 
Government majority on the railway 
question.

foot upon the necks of tho; Jkaxp^ers of 
the country and it intimates that' it in- 
tends to keep it there. It has taken 
the stand that representatives of tho 
peojile — other than members of the 
Cabinet — have no authority to move 
for a reduction of taxes. Tho Opposi- 
tion on several occasions during the 
session have claimed tho right to exer- 
cise the privilege of asking for a modi- 
fication of certain taxes whicli in their 
opi?,iion were excessive or unjust and 
they liavc invariably been met, not 
with proof tliat the taxes were necessa- 
ry or right, but with the bluff remarks 
that it was none of their business, that 
they were out of order and that the 
Government alone had the right to 
deal with such matters. The authori- 
ties have agaiw and again been produc- 
ed in the House to show that private 
members have the right beyond shadow 
of doubt to protect their constituents 
from taxation, but the authorities and 
tho rules have been ignored; and tho 
Government and Speaker together liave 
proved conclusively that they aro pro- 
pared to sacrifice one of tho dearest 
"rights of the people and one of the or- 
ganic principles of parliamentary gov- 
ernment to a miserable desire to escape 
the responsibility of defending a vul- 
nerable point in their policy. We give 
for tho information of our readers ex- 
tracts from the two greatest authorities 
on parliamentary practice and consti- 
tutional government. May and Todd. 
On page -WS, vol. 1, Todd says: 

"Tho strict right of a private niomber 
to introduce a bill or resolution for tho 
:?iodt/ica<iaii or repeal of an existing tax 
caniiot be denied, and has been acknow- 
ledged of late years by leading states- 
men." 

On page Gl'l May says: 

" It must always bo bene in mind that 
tho Houso^can entertain any motion for 
diminishing ti^^tax;or charge upon tho peo- 
ple ; and bula 'are frcquentlj' brought in 
for that purpose, without tlic formality of 
a committee. Obstacles arc opposed to the 
imjyosition of hurthcns, but not to their re- 
moved or cdleviation." 

Nothing could possibly be plainer 
than these two extracts, and we leave 
them to speak for themselves in the 
confident belief that our readers will be 
able to appreciate thoroughly the rela- 
tive positions of Government and Op- 
position upon tho questibn; at issue. 

TJIIJ LOWERING SKY. 

The latest intelligence from Europe 
is most disquieting in character and if 
one-half of the rumors afloat prove to 
be founded.Lon;f-faot8j5,eYent8 of gi-eat 
moment will transpire in the near fu- 
ture. Russia is reported to have an- 
nounced that the plague has ceased to 
exist and to have demanded of tho 
neighboring powers that the protective 
restrictions placed on her commerce bo 
at once removed. The report is revived 
by agents from the court of St. Peters- 
burg that Germany expresses a desire 
to annex Holland and in some quart- 
ers it is rumored that war between 
France and Germany is imminent. In 
the event of a rupture between tliuse 
powers the former, it is thought, will 
attempt to weaken the latter'.s power 
by first invading Belgium and later on 
by taking Holland. The supposition 
that England's hands nve tied by her 
wars in Asia and Africa tends to pro- 
mote expectation that the map of 
Europe will, 'ere long, be once more 
re-constructed. A feeling of unrest 
existSAipj^rance and the press of Hol- 
land is' exciting the public mind by arti- 
cles proclaiming that war is inevitable. 
Italy complains of the action of Eng- 
land and France in Egypt and Spain's 
relations towards, tho former power are 
not extremcl}- amicable. It does not 
therefore appear that tho expectations 
of that lasting peace, which it was hop- 
ed Europe would enjoy, aro to be fully 
realized.

Doubtless Victoria 
butcliers are as honourable a cla.ss of 
men as the world can jiroduce; but 
even they may bo imposed.,- upon by 
the owner of a cow or steer* dying of 
disease that may have been .slaughtered 
to "save its life. " I would earnestly 
recommend tho guardians of the public 
health to discharge their duty in this 
respect, for who knows but much of 
the illness that attacked young people 
last summer may not have been caused 
by eating di.seased meat

Mr. Smitho said that he iioiiced in tlio 
Standard that lie was reported as liaving 
said on the Judicature Bill: "If the clause 
is passed the Govcrnmoiii; can send a 
Judge who does not please them to Oaa- 
siar. (Oh! oh!)" Ho had never made such 
remarka and the "Oh! oh!" had never 
been made. Tho whole report was 
as falao ns it could possibly bo (hoar, 
hoar.) His roniarks had been twisted and 
turned round just to sui6 tho editor. He 
ho^dJtKe Government ; organ would be 
' gOb'd*enough'to cori'cct the report. 

L^KD AMENDMENT ACT. ' 

The House then wont into comniittoe 
on this bill witli Mr. E. Brown in tho 
chair. 

Clause 1, regulating the payment of in- 
stalments duo on pre-empted claims; the 
first to be due three months after a notice 
published in the Gazette that tho lands 
have .been surveyed. 

Mr. Smithe said he thought tho clause 
was not quite clear enough and with tho 
consent of the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works he would bring in an 
amendment to make tlie first payments duo 
thr^e^mpnthsjUter^ffi^^^ of this act 

and'in~case of air future survey.s three 
months after a published notice in tlio 
Oazette. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said thehon. gentle- 
man . must misunderstand the clause as 
his amendment would make it more 
stringent. The clause Jie considered was 
very liberal iUfitiStpod> os^noti 
given and the 'ameridraeht would 'do away 
, with this. Ho thought that in view of 
the present condition of affairs every lati- 
tude should bo given the farmers. Speak- 
ing of the surveys in tho Province lie said 
they were inaccurate. 

Mr. Wilson said he would wish to know 
whether any notices had hitherto been 
published in the Gazette? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tlie omission to 
do this had been the cause of the whole 
trouble. The Government had placed a 
sum on the estimates to refund interest 
paid since tho last meeting of the House. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Smithe said that from what tho 
hon. gentleman had said he had come to 
tlio conclusion tliat his amondinent was 
not required and ho would withdraw it. 

The clause then passed. 

Clause 2. — ^If the purchase money be 
not paid tho records may bo cancelled. 
Passed. 

Clause 3. — Making the rate one dollar 
an acre. Passed. 

Clause 4. — Everyone recording or pre- 
empting as a settler or homestead settler 
to payj81,per acre for the same in four 
^iiuilSlm^t^ij^!2^~ce^^^ The first 

iMtalmenFtd oe 'd year after the 

date of record; tho land first to bo sur- 
veyed. K the payment be not made the 
record may be cancelled. Passed. 

Clause 5, — To amend section 6, of tho 
actof 1875, so that unappropriated, unoccu- 
pied and unreserved lands may bo pur- 
chased for $1 per acre. Passed. 

Clause 6. — Amending section 62, of 
the samo act, requiring intending pur- 
chasers to give two months' notice. 

After some little debate on tho hard- 
ship of being unable to take up less than 
160 acres of land as in many instances tho 
land may net be worth 10 cents an acre 
tho clause passed. 

Clause 7. — Every applicant for land un- 
der section 02, of tlio act of 1875, to com- 
ply with clause of tliis act. Passed. 

Clause 8. — Having reference to sur- 
veys. Passed. 

Clause 9.— Making provisions for edu- 
cational endowments. Passed. 

Clause 10. — Giving tho Lieut. -Govern- 
or in council power to make free grants 
for tho encouragement, of immigration or 
other purposes of public advantage. 

Mr. Smithe said ho would like to know 
liowitHifl'^uldbe^wo^ . 

Hon. Mr. Beavcn said that the sole ob- 
ject of the bill ^s•as to do all tho Govern- 
ment could towards opuning up the coun- 
try for settlers, and to do this it would be 
desirable to set apart lands for free grants 
so that the Government might at times if 
they saw fit give new settlers free grants 
as an inducement to settle on certain 
lands which otherwise might remain un- 
occupied for years. 

Mr. Bennett said he was not prepared 
to agree with tho hon. Finance Minister 
that it would bo desirable to nominate 
certain districts as free grant districts. 
The principle that it is wise to charge one 
dollar per aero for Crown lands is aiiirmod 
by this act, and he was not disposed to 
consider that princinle a wrong one. At 
the same time this clause dealing with 
free grants is a very valuable one, and 
ono that should bo left as open as possi- 
ble, and applicable to all parts of tho 
Province. The object of the act is, of 
course, to encourage settlement, and it 
might bo found desirable to make free 
grants in many cases to induce settlement 
. on timbered lands. There is a great 
quantity of valuable timbered land in the 
Province, but to mako*a.^farm on it is 
very uphill work, and if it' was found that 
a free grant of such land would have tho 
effect of encouraging settlement upon it 
thoy certainly sliould bo, and he hoped 
they ■vyould bo made free. Ho therefore 
considered, tho clause good as it stands, 
leaving as it does the land in all parts of 
the Province open for free grants where 
it is considered advisable to make them, 

Tho clause then passed. 

Clause ll.---Placmg the scale of fees at 
tho following rates, and making all fees 
coUocted in the past as lawfully collected: 

For every record or certificate of im- 
provement, 82 each; for every search in 
the Land Office or in any of its agencies, 
50 cents: for every Crown grant, §5. 

Mr. Smitho said this clauso had a 
);«troBpectlve action and was mont upfair. 



The fees should, if anything, be 
refunded, and ho moved to strike put all 
the part referring to fees collected in the 
past, as they had been unjustly collected 
and illegal. 

Hon. Ml-. Walkem said it was a wonder 
to him that the hon. gentleman, while 
Finance Minister, did not think of this 
and tell the late Commissioner of Lands 
and Works that he was acting unjustly. 
Tho fees had been collected for some 18 
years. The proposition to refund these 
ho considered monstrous and ho could 
not believe the hon. genUeman was in 
omest. 

Mr. Vernon said that to tho best of his 
belief no charge was made except for 
private surveys during the time ho was 
Chief Commissioner. • The cost came out 
•f tho general revenue. In the past no 
more right existed for charging for sur- 
veys than for making roads. 

Mr. McGillivray said that a settler 
purchoaod his land at ?1 por aero and if 
tho Government thought tit to survey it 
without his special request it was very un- 
fair to expect liim to bear tho expense 
thereof. As tho clause did not appear 
clear lie would move in amendment that 
no fees bo collected on pre-emptions un- 
less for surveys made at tlio special re- 
quest of settlors. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that it was 
preposterous that money should be taken 
out of.^'general fund to survey land 
wWchiTrais^literally givoh; away in the 
first inBtimbo;tl,;He!.waB>ur^, tiit^^ 1*p4* 
o^o« wnnld&n'i^flootionf objMt?^ 
the fifth or tenth of the cost of surveys 
made in his own interests. It was the 
duty of the House to legalize coUectiouB 
already made and to provide for a con- 
tinuance of collections. The payment 
would prove no hardship to the settler at 
all. 

Mr. Ash asked if it was the intention of 
tho Qovornment to still collect fees for 
surveys. 

The Chief Commissioner thought the 
foes should bo continued, but the opinion 
of tlic House on tho question would be 
elicited. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon had never hoard of 
an objection to payment of tho fees until 
within tho last year. He recited the man- 
ner in wliicli surveys were made in Oregon 
and contrasted it with the' liberality of 
the system here. 

Mr. Vomoa said the comparison was 
unfair. In Oregon the land was much 
more open than here. Ho contended 
that it was hard and unjust that settlers 
should be required to pay for surveys 
whether they desired them made or not. 

Sir. Evans said that tliere was a class 
of people who the more they got tlio 
more^they wanted. -rHethought members 
of that'clasi were on the floor of tho 
House. Ho was in favor of a continuan-o 
of the collection of fees. 

Mr. Holgosoii supported tlio collection 
of a fee of glO. 

Mr. McGillivray said that it would bo a 
breach of faith to impose a foe on pre- 
|em|)to»\wU6Utad to^ up land at $1 per 
acre^frebldf air othoir charges. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said tho Govern- 
ment could not be expected to guarantee, 
when they sold Land, that no fiituro 
cliarges for the general tjood sliould bo 
made. 

Mr. Ash protested against time being 
taken up in debating a question not be- 
fore the House. 

Mr. Smithe said that the amount col- 
lected during two years was only $300 — a 
sum which should not induce any govern- 
ment to seek to do a wrong. It was far 
bettor that tho fees should be refunded 
than that tho Government should do any- 
thing illegal and unjust. 

Mr. Williams said the farmers woro 
amply protected and should stop their 
growling. Ho had lived in a country 
whore thoy raised grain for loss than the 
duty on it here. . :.';7 ^ 

Mr. Wilson considered thb policy of the 
Government very lenient towards settlors 
and said that no question should bo rais- 
ed about the payment of a p.altry feo of 
310. If they had any complaint it should 
be that the feo was too small. 

On the question being put the amond- 
ments were rejected and the clause, with 
the insertion of "not less than 810 for the 
survey" of every 160 acres, passed, 

Mr. Vernon contended that surveys 
could Lo made much more easily in the 
prairie districts of tlio Mainland ...than in 
thickly wooded districts. • 'OoHsequently 
tho charge should bo lower. 

Mr. Williams said that whatever a far- 
mer should be compelled to pay tho en- 
tire cost of a survey. (No, no.) 

Tlie Chairman — This discussion is most 
irregular. Tho clause has already passed.

THE RAILWAY. 

Mr. Mara asked the loader of the Gov- 
ermnont if it was the intention of tho 
Government to take action on tho Rail- 
way Question during tho present session. 
The last Communication from that Gov- 
ernment is dated Jan. 29th, when Sir 
John Macdonald infarmod us that "Rail- 
way matters were then under considera- 
tion." Since that date we have hoard 
nothing on tho subject. But we do know 
that a tariff is to be enforced that will add 
greatly to the cost of living in the Pro 
vince, and compel us to pay a larger sum 
into the Dominion treasury than when wo 
entered Confederation, although we ac- 
cepted the Canadian Tariff with the pledge 
that railway construction would bo com- 
menced at an early date. Ho (Mr. Mara) 
believed the House and country would 
like to know if the Government intend 
taking any action during this session or 
if thoy wouldjWait quietly till the first of 
May. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem stated in reply that 
a second telegram had been sent to tho 
Dominion Government asking what had 
become of tlio railway petition and that a 
tolegmm had also been sent .to tho Imper- 
ial Government. No answer whatever 
had yet boon received, but ono was ex- 
pected within a few days. Under tho 
circumstances it was . unfair to ask the 
Governmont what action they intended 
to take. 

Mr. Mara asked that copies of all tele- 
grams referring to the petition to the Im- 
perial Governmont be laid before the 
House as it Boomed a second one had been 
forwarded to the Dominion Governmont. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied that copies 
should be brought down. 

ADMINISTBATIOK OF JUSTICE. 

■ Tho reporfc'pn ttiia Bi^ was adopted, 
Mri' Smithe* requested that before tho 
Bill was read a third time tho Attorney- 
General should submit to tho House a list 
of those Acts which he had stated requir- 
ed rules and orders to rondor tliom opera- 
tive. The only roason given by tho Gov- 
ornniont for the introduction of the 17th 
clause Wits that the Judges had failed to 
make tho rules and orders for tho eight 
acts and ho thought the House was enti- 
tled to know their names. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that he had read 
tho names of the acts twice yesterday in 
oi?der that hon, gentlemen might take 
them down. He regretted the leader of 
the Opposition had not paid more atten- 
tion to liim. He was informed that pro- 
fesaional gentlemen were entirely at sea 
«s to the opstn under iha Insolvency Act 



and intended to charge what thoy thought 
fit. Referring to tho bill before the 
House ho wished distinctly to deny that 
it had been passed with unseemly haste 
on the part of the Government. It was 
his intention to report that tho bill met 
with but little Opposition to its second 
reading or in committee and that but ono 
hon. gentleman spoke against it. 

On division the bill passed its third 
reading, Mr. Smithe not voting. 

On being requested by Mr. Speaker to 
record his vote IVIr. Smitho voted in favor 
of it, and stated that his reason for so 
doing wan that he was in favor of the 
avowed principle of the bill although lio 
waa strongly opposed to tho clause giving 
the Government authority to make rules 
and ordora for tho Supremo Court. Tho 
reason that members of the Opposition had 
voted for the bill was that not beinj, pro- 
fessional men they had. not felt them- 
selves competent to deal with the meas- 
ure and had left it in tho Attorney-Gcn- 
oral's hands holding him responsible for 
it. It would, under tho circumstances, 
therefore be highly improper if the At- 
tornoy-Goneral reported to Ottawa that 
the bill passed without opposition. Lead- 
ing members of the legal profession had 
expressed a doubt whether it would 
cheapen litigation. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that amongst 
his personal friends were leading hioni- 
bers of tho profession, not one of whom 
had read tho bill. Tlioir opinions on ii 
were therefore valueless. The bill had 
.p^ed the House unanimously nnd he in- 
'torid'ed to report the fact 'at'Ottawa. It 
had boon clearly tho duty of tho leader of 
tho Opposition to record his voto against 
the bill if ho beliovedj as ho had staled 
ho did, that it would create greater ovils 
than existed. 

After further debate tho bill passed its 
final stage and the House adjourned till 
Wednesday at 2 p.m.

American Goods in England. — The 
Englishman is truly alarmed. at the pro- 
^ss in Euivp«Ln mturketfl'm^ 
of American manufacturers. A writer in 

tho London Standard declares that ho has 
in his travels found that American cali- 
coes and cotton had supei'scdod tho samo 
stylo of English goods on tho Continent. 
At home he finds his ironmonger selling 
American spades, saws, chisels, hammers 
and axes, and otlier dealers with stocks 
of American locks, bolts, stoves and 
lamps. American leather is sent to Eng- 
land to be made up into shoes. English 
carriages aro built out of materials which 
havo crossed tho Atlantic. Slates aro now 
quarried in the United States to roof 
English houses. "My grocer, my butter 
man, and prob.ably my butcher," says tho 
writer, "deal largely in American goods 
of all kinds;" even tho cigarettes which 
ho smokes are made in Richmond, Va., 
and tho pen with which ho writes comes, 
not from Birmingham, but, from an Amer- 
ican manufactory. 

Marine. — Tho steamer Pilot on Sun- 
day towed out to the Cape tho ship 
Lothair bound from Hastings' mill with a 
cargo of lumber for Hongkong. The Pi- 
lot then went to Nanaimo for the schooner 
Black Diamond and Isabel with 200 tons 
of coal for the steamship Dakota. She 
will leave again to-d.ay for Burrard Inlet 
and tow down tho bark City of . Boston 
laden with lumber for Sidney.

EUROPE. 

Pestii, March 16. — Szegedin is now 
the only place in danger. Tlie Em- 
peror will go to Szegedin on Sunday 
morning. :'-Tlie^ lowest estimate now 
current fixes" the number of drowned 
at 2,000. Many persons Ijolicved that 
•1,000 jicrislied as the gale prevented 
tho majority of the inhabitants from 
hearing the first alarm. Some of tho 
largest liou.ses fell on Sutui'day; one is 
said to havo overwhelmed 80 families, 
and another 5G persons. Last night 
many persons were still on the houses 
and iu the trees. 

London, March 17. — Tho air is 
thick with disturbing rumors. ' Tlie 
telegraph flaslics ugly news that Rus- 
sia is angry -with Germany and Aus- 
tria, and officially declares that tho 
plague has ceased and requests her 
neighbors to remove the restrictions on 
her commerce. Franco makes a strange 
concentration of her troops on the Bel- 
gian frontier, and Russian agents help 
to revive reports that Germany desires 
to annex Holland, creating quite a 
panic anongst the better class of the 
Dutch. It is even reported that war 
is expected and Franco will strike at 
Germany's power by taking Belgium 
and later llollanJ. Whore there is so 
much smoke there must bo fire. Lat- 
terly Germaay has been imperious to- 
wards Holland. The belief that Eng- 
land is having her hands fulL. in Asia 
and Africa promotes the expectation 
that another attempt will be made to 
reconstruct the map of Europe. 

The Standard's Berlin correspondent 
vouches for the truth of the rumors so 
far as relates to Germany and Holland. 
Tho Dutch papers arc full of exciting 
editorials. There is an uneasy feeling 
in France. Spain and England are 
wrangling over commercial treaties; 
Italy is discontented with the action of 
France and England in Egypt, and al- 
together Europe cannot be said to be 
settling down to peace with honor, but 
ia in an agitated and nnea.sy condition 
which may lead to anything in the 
shn])e of revolution and war. Turning 
to Asia and Africa the Briti.sh are evi- 
dently taking permanent posacssion of 
important points of conquered terri- 
tory and mean to go to Cabul and also 
to Herat if convinced that Russia has 
tho same intention, though, as at pres- 
ent advised, it will not bo surprising if 
Russia gets there first. The Irish pa- 
per, 2'Ae N'alion, publishes a chant for 
the Zulus, calling on God to help them 
against tlie British, glorifying in the 
butchery at Isaudula and praying that 
they may drive the red coats into the 
sea. _ ■ :. ■ ~

Roval Honors to tho Ez-Frosidont by 
Hor Sfajosty's Officials— A Gonoral 
Tour. 

Nkw York, March IG. — Grant ar- 
rived at Allahabad on the 22d of Feb., 
where ho was received by Sir George 
Cowper, Lieutenant-Governor of the 
province, and escorted to tho Govern- 
ment House. The General left Bom- 
bay on the evening of the 18th of Feb., 
after enjoying much hospitality and 
attention. Lord Cranbrook had sent 
word to announce the general's coming, 
and an intimationit(^^he viceroy to 
show him every ai^entioff on his arrival 
at Bombay. Therefore' he was the re- 
cipient of many telegraphic congratula- 
tions and invitations from tho viceroy, 
tho Duke of Buckingham, and gover- 
nors of the provinces. On the evening 
of the 17tli a banquet was given to tho 
general at the Government House at 
Malabar Poin, Bombay, and after din- 
ner he was presented to a delegation 
of native and Parseo gentlemen, mer- 
chants. The .scene was ])icturesque 
and striking. The general left Bom- 
bay on tho evening of tho IStli, being 
escorted to the railway station by a 
guard of honor and all officials. On 
20th the party arrived at Tatulpar and 
visited the marble rocks, on the Nor- 
budda river, riding there on elephants 
furnished by the government. Tliey 
left Allahabad on the 22d for Agra, 
thence to Delhi, Cawnporo, Lucknow 
and Benares, so as to be in Calcutta < n 
March. 10th, thence to Madras ana 
Ceylon. 

The ridicule cast by "H. M. S, 
Pinafore" upon the "shore-going offi- 
cers" of tho British Navy would have 
been even more appropriate in the 
seventeenth century, when it was quite 
a common thing to transfer officers 
from the land service to the fleet with- 
out any preparation. One of those 
transferred was Gen. Monk, who had 
at that time never been to sea in his 
life. Another was Prince Rupert, the 
famous cavalry leader of Charles L'a 
Army, who, when appointed to the 
command of a man-of-war, aroused the 
laughter of his crew by calling out, 
"Wheel to the left," instead of "Port 
your helm." Robert Blake, afterwards 
second only to:;2fdsoii •himself, had 
been military cominiandant at the siege 
of TauntQU immediately before his ap- 
pointment as Vice-Admiral of tho 
Channel fleet. Lord Torrington's name 
was corrupted into "Tarry-in town" by 
tho sailors in consequence of his undis- 
guised preferenco of his town house 
to his quarter deck. Lord Dorset's 
close attention to his duty was 
shown by tho fact of his requiring to 
have his own flag-ship pointed out to 
him. But fortunately the service con- 
tained other men of a very different 
type. The saying current at that 
time in the English navy, "There's no 
Admiral like a cabin-boy," arose from 
a singular chain of succession formed 
by the three great Admirals of the cen- 
tury. The first of these was Sir Chrls- 
toplier iMing.s, who began bis career as 
a cabin-boy. His cabin-boy became 
Sir John Narborough, properly known 
as "Gunpp)^der; J«dkj"^an^^^^ 
boy of Sir Johrf^'l^rbbTOUgli"" be'came 
Sir Cloudesley Shovel.
